23. An implant as claimed in claim 22, wherein greater than 99% by weight of the 
implant is made up of parasiticidal compound ^d tabletting excipients. 

24. A process for the production of an imnJant as defined in claim 12, which comprises 
mixing the parasiticidal compound with the/tabletting excipients and an antioxidant or a 
reducing agent; forming into the desired shafce; and sterilizing by irradiation. 
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
